as claimants. 


"It will be up to the claimants 


to convince the court that they 
qualify," Judge Myers said. "I 
can't tell you what I shall rule 
— even what I shall accept as a 
definition of the word 'soul' — 
until after the hearing. 


"If no one qualifies under the 


stipulations of the will, the es- 
tate will go to his heirs if there 
are any. The State of Arizona 
will receive the legacy if no 
heirs turn up." 


Judge Myers set aside the 18 


days on his calendar for the 
hearing 
after 
learning 
from 


claimants' 
lawyers the time 


needed for their presentations. 
He didn't discount table rapping 
or other performances by medi- 
ums. 


One of the most persistent 


contenders for the money is the 
Phoenix 
University of 
Life 


Church, Inc., which said it con- 
ducts seances and communica- 
tions "beyond the grave," ac- 
cording to the brief filed by its 
counsel. 


Since the March hearing was 


announced by Judge Myers, his 
office has been flooded with let- 
ters, phone calls and telegrams 
from prospective claimants. 


Very little is known about the 


man who left the eccentric will. 
The Arizona Tax Commission 
reported he was born in Ogdens- 
burg, N.Y., and later worked for 
the copper company in a small 
Arizona mining town. 


A stock broker who knew 


Kidd in the late 1920's described 
him in a court deposition as a 
"very exclusive, lonely sort of 
man who didn't drink or have 
many friends. Once in a while 
he would find a five-cent cigar 
and it would last him all day." 


Since giving the sketchy de- 


scription, the stock broker has 
died. He appears to have been 
the last link with the eccentric 
mine worker. 


Kidd retired from his salaried 


job at the mine in 1948. He was 
last seen on a Phoenix street in 
1950. 
Eight years later he was 


ruled legally dead. His body has 
never been found. 


Now it has fallen to the county 


court to try to solve the problem 
of Kidd's will and who is quali- 
fied to investigate the soul of 
man.

UN Support 
for Boycott 
of Rhodesia

(AP) — African members of the 
United Nations sought support 
today to pressure the Security 
Council 
into slapping a total 


economic boycott on Rhodesia, 


The African clamor rose as 


British 
Foreign 
Secretary 


George Brown arrived in New 
York to put a "soft" draft reso- 
lution before the council Thurs- 
day asking selective mandatory 
sanctions against the rebellious 
central 
African 
colony. The 


chief target would be Rhodesian 
exports. 


British sources said Brown 


was empowered, if pressed, to 
include a limited embargo on 
export of oil to Rhodesia. But 
South Africa, Rhodesia's chief 
source of oil, has already said it 
would continue normal trade 
with its northern neighbor. 


Prime Minister Harold Wil- 


son's government turned to the 
Security Council after a last- 
ditch settlement was rejected 
Monday by the Rhodesian gov« 
ernmetit. 


The African bloc scheduled a 


meeting 
late 
today 
to map 


strategy for a new drive against 
the white minority government 
of 
Rhodesian Prime Minister 


Ian Smith. Smith's r e g i m e 
seized independence 13 months 
ago rather than agree to British 
demands for guarantees of even- 
tual majority rule for Rhode- 
sia's 4 million Africans. The col- 
ony has 225,000 whiles. 


Although extremists in the 


African group want to extend 
the proposed boycott to include 
South Africa, one African dele- 
gate expressed doubt the major- 
ity 
of the 
15-nation council 


would approve this. 


"Too many council members 


are 
carrying on trade with 


South Africa to go for any such 
proposal," he said. 


The militants in the African 


group also seemed certain to 
increase pressure for use of 
British 
force to bring down 


Smith's regime, but this was 
also considered certain to be 
defeated. 


The United States is expected 


to support Britain's position on 
Rhodesia with possible reserva- 
tions. The issue has attracted 
such 
high-level interest, said 


U.S. administration sources in 
Washington, that specific 
in- 


structions are being drafted for 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
J. 


Goldberg. 


The Washington sources indi- 


cated the United States would 
accept all economic sanctions 
the Security Council prescribed 
against Rhodesia, but would not 
go along if similar sanctions 
were requested against South 
Africa. 


South African Prime Minister 


Balthazar 
J. 
Vorster warned 


Tuesday night that "no one's 
case will be served" by Brit- 
ain's taking the dispute to the 
United Nations, "and it must be 
foreseen that it will probably 
create interminable bitterness 
and damage." 


Vorster said it was still possi- 


ble for Rhodesia and Britain to 
reach an agreement. 


In Salisbury, the Rhodesian 


capital, Smith told newsmen he 
was ready for more talks with 
the British — "I never close the 
door to constructive negotia- 
tions with anybody. 


But Smith said the deadlock 


would be difficult to resolve be- 
cause Wilson has commitments 
to "irresponsible elements" and

SHORT RIBS 


That the President of the 


United States should be 
plagued with hoarseness is not 
surprising, as this is common 
among 
orators, 
singers, 


preachers and all who must 
speak or sing a lot in public. 
Since there are several causes, 
anyone whose hoarseness does 
not clear up in two weeks 
should have a careful exami- 
nation of his vocal cords. In a 
recent study of 1,000 cases of 
hoarseness the most frequent 
cause was polyps, a small 
grapelike growth attached to 
one or both of the cords. This 
was the diagnosis made in the 
case of President Johnson. 


Persons with these polyps 


are usually past 40 and heavy 
smokers. Their hoarseness 
usually grows worse as the 
day goes on. Drinking alcohol 
also makes it worse. The le- 
sions are benign and if, when 
they have just started, the 
voice is rested and the use of 
alcohol and tobacco is discon- 
tinued, they may disappear 
spontaneously. When they be- 


come chronic, surgical re- 
moval is the only effective 
treatment. 


The second most common 


cause is cancer of the larynx. 
That is why all persons with 
persistent hoarseness should 
be examined by a throat spe- 
cialist. Early diagnosis and 
prompt treatment by surgery 
or X ray before the disease 
spreads to other parts of the 
body is the only way this dis- 
ease can be cured. 


Chronic laryngitis is the 


third most common cause of 
hoarseness and is caused by 
shouting, postnasal drip, 
smoking and exposure to dust- 
laden or highly polluted at- 
mosphere. Removal of these 
causes is the only treatment 
that produces satisfactory re- 
sults.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Twen-

best schools in the East. He had 
an elegant touch, even toward 
fish. But we didn't catch any. 


And when the sun began to 


dissolve behind the trees we 
went across the bayou, into the

with 
the tall grass, 


keeping the outboard motor low. 
We pulled up at the wharf near 
Big Sam's boathouse. The little 
man who worked for him came 
skipping and hopping down to 
see us. 


"This place is loaded with 


crappies," he said. "You ought 
to try them." We did. He kept 
telling us where they were: 
here, there, there. But we didn't 
get any. We were shaking in the 
cold. The sun was gone. We 
packed up and went up to the 
boathouse. 


Big Sam was there, behind 


the counter where he sold soft 
drinks and sandwiches. But he 
hardly said hello to us. He was 
looking up at a radio on a shelf 
on the wall, and listening. There 
:were two strangers there, too, 
looking up and listening. 


And the voice on the radio 


was saying the JJJapanese had 
sunk the battleship Arizona. We 
td come in late on 
a program. I asked Sam what 
the program was. He said there 
was no program. He said the 
Japanese 
had attacked Pearl 


Harbor. I asked him if he was 
kidding. He said: "No, just lis- 
ten." 
The voice was saying 


more. 


I looked at the little man who 


had been jumping up and down 
about the crappies. I asked 
him: "Did you know about the 
Japanese when you came'down 
to the dock?" He said: "Yes." I 
said: "Why didn't you tell us?" 
He said: "I never thought about 
it." 


The English teacher and I 


listened a few minutes more. 
We walked out into the dark 
cold. Then, and I don't know 
why, 
we suddenly shook hands 


as if we were saying goodbye to 
each other or to something. And 
one of us said: "This is where 
to go and they did. 
And, 
while the little man who 


liked 
crappies 
forgot 
about 


Pearl Harbor, practically nobo- 
dy else has, ever since, or 
could. 


There were a lot of changes. 


For, while trying to blow up 
Pearl Harbor was just a part of 
World War n, what really blew 
up was the roof of a world 
which then became a mixed bag 
of blessings and dismay for the 
next quarter of a century. 


Until the big war, for most 


people the world had been a 
lifelong journey through a dis- 
mal swamp where, except for 
Japan, almost every country in 
Asia and Africa was centuries 
behind the times, held in out- 
right thralldom by the big pow- 
ers of the West, or under the 
Western thumb. 


The war brought changes as 


fantastic as the age of explora- 
tion. Everywhere new nations 
Wpre born with a chance for the 
first time to achieve their own 
ecstasy or agony. 


Has man learned much from 


-World War II? Not much, basi- 
cally. In many ways he has uiily 
V ear ranged the furniture. 


Japan was denuded of its ac- 


quisitions, forced back into its 
home islands.

3rd Stilwell 
Goes to War 
in SE Asia

DAU TIENG, South Viet Nam 


(AP) 
— His grandfather 
was 


"Vinegar Joe," his father was a 
famous general, too, and for 
Capt. Joe Stilwell III it's like 
being "in a goldfish bowl." 


Fame of his forefathers has 


put the 27-year-old officer on the 
spot. He's the third Stilwell to 
go to war in Southeast Asia. 


"Pressure?" he said. "Yeah. 
"Do something right and ev- 


erybody says, 'Of course, look 
at his family.' But do something 
wrong and listen to them howl: 
'Hey, lookit what Stilwell did 
now!'" 


He is the air operations offi- 


cer with the 1st Battalion, 18th 
Infantry, 1st Infantry Division. 
It's a job with responsibility, 
but Stilwell wants command of 
a rifle company. 


"I'm hoping to get a company 


in the next couple of months," 
he said during an operation in 
the jungles near the Cambodian 
border. 


His helmet was cocked to one 


side as a bulbous earphone 
pressed against one ear. His 
eyeglasses 
slipped 
down his 


nose. 


The battalion was establishing 


an encampment in a clearing 
deep in War Zone C, about 80 
miles northwest of Saigon. Heli- 
copters swirled in with ammuni- 
tion, equipment and supplies. 


Stilwell, with a slight beard on 


his jutting chin, barked into a 
field phone. There might have 
been a resemblance there to 


"Vinegar Joe," the caustic 


Gen. 
Stilwell of World War H 


who won fame in Burma against 
the Japanese and with airlifts 
into China. 


The 1st Infantry troops were 


in pursuit of a Viet Cong force 
that 
made War Zone C its 


home, headquarters and long- 
time sanctuary. 


Jets 
frequently 
swooped 


across the tree tops unleashing 
napalm and bombs. GIs were 
moving through the jungles and 
the air strikes had to be closely 
controlled. Stilwell spent hours 
on the phones, coordinating with 
air 
observers, brigade head- 


quarters and troops in the field. 


During quiet moments, Stil- 


well 
with 
earphones 
still 


clamped over his head, sat on a 
sandbag and worked on a cross- 
word puzzle. 


"It's 
interesting here," he 


said, "But I'd rather be on the 
line 
somewhere. 
That's 
the 


place to be." 


He arrived in Viet Nam last 


summer but was soon called 
back to the United States when 
his father, Brig. Gen. Joseph 
Stilwell II, was lost in a DCS 
that crashed in the Pacific be- 
tween San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu. The father was command- 
er of the Special Forces Train- 
ing Center at Ft. Bragg, N.C., 
at the time. 


Joe III spent two months at 


home with his mother and sis- 
ter, then returned to Viet Nam 
in late September to pick up his 
assignment.

Major Draft 
Overhaul to 
Be Suggested 


CHICAGO (AP) - A national 


draft conference is expected to 
call today for a major overhaul 
of the nation's Selective Service 
System - wift the emphasis on -; 
limiting the authority of local 
draft boards. 


The 
consensus 
seemingly 


emerged after more than four 
days of wrangling debate on the 
draft and its alternatives. The 
conferees made it clear that 
they agreed, along with Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, that the 
present draft laws are a haze of 
inequities. 


The Massachusetts Democrat
